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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not persuasive. The applicant 
argues that because Toshiaki does not teach that the vibration being negated is generated in a second pump that the combination of 
Conrad in view of Toshiaki does not read on the claims. However, Toshiaki teaches a vibration-cancelling means in a turbomolecular 
pump, which, as disclosed by Conrad, is often used in conjunction with a backing pump, a fact a person of ordinary skill in the art would be 
aware of. Because Toshiaki teaches vibration reduction/negation in conjunction with vibrations that occur within a pump, the examiner is 
still of the opinion, despite applicant's arguments, that it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, presented with the 
references to Conrad and Toshiaki, to combine the references to negate vibrations that would certainly arise form a second pump in direct 
contact, as Conrad discloses, with the pump that has the vibration reduction means. Therefore, the final rejections made in the previous 
Office Action stand. 
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
